Continuationof 1 1 . In response to the request to continue examination filed on 06/14/2007, note that the phrase "said impurity content" 
refers to the 'impure copper seed layer' which is appeared in the last setence of the previous presented claim 13. The argument is found 
persuasive. Therefore, rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph is withdrawn. 

Examiner still maintains the rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 103 since Andricacos teaches the impure content of the impure copper 
fill contains a small amounts of other materials in the Cu selected from the group consisting of C (less than 2 weight %), O (less than 1 
weight %) , N (less than 1 weight %), S (less than 1 weight %), and CI (less than 1 weight %) (see Andricacos: col. 2, lines 60-67). 

With regard claim 13, Applicant claims that the material compoc i dit i on^ f the impure copper seed is subtantially the same as material 
composition of said impure copper fill. Therefore, Andricacos reference can still read on the limitation wherein "the impurty content of 
copper seed comprising not more than 1 .20% by weight and not less than or equal to 0.001 % by weight. " 
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
